1 . Claims 1 -1 7 are under consideration in this Office Action. 

Priority 

2. It is noted that this application is a 371 of PCT/JP04/1 2843(09/03/2004), which 
has a foreign priority document, Japan 2003-311121 (09/03/2003). 

Drawings

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 
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In claims 1-2,5-6,9-17, the phrase " a general formula" is recited. These are 
vague and indefinite because the specification does not elaborate what is meant by 
the terms " general formula"; the skilled artisan in the art is unable to figure out how 
general the general formula is. 

The examiner recommends to delete the term "general ". Therefore, an 
appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated clearly by 
Zhao et al (US 6,465,551).
